Perſon, though It was a receiv*d opi- 
nion, It was not to his Quality he 
owed the number of thoſe that called 
hun the goodlieſt Man that had been 
formed. - He was exactly made for 
a great Lover and a fine Gentleman ; 
his Succeſs amongſt the Ladies made 
it evident, and the care he took to 
make his Court to-the fair Sex had 
been ſeldom in vain:

.of Barbary, had found how to fix his 
Heart; for though he had continued

It was much about this time when 
the young * Amurath came to Court, 
t He had received from the Sultan that 
extream Grace, to kiſs the Hand of : 
the* Sultana Queen ; he came to her 
Appartments in the Serap/:o in order 
toit. The Queen was not yet come 
into the Chamber of Preſence. Ho- 
q mira attended her. there; and when 
the young Amwurath appeared, ſhe 
preſeatly had defigns upon his Hearr. 
As for what concerned him, he was

ieſion of ſo beautiful a Princeſs as 
Homira, He believed Writing to 
her was what he ought to do, and 
in that Conſideration he ſent her 
this Letter.

Conſidering the Fame Homira had 
in the world, this Letter was not writ 
with too much precaution; but ſhe 
was of a great Quality ( having mar- 
ried a very*noble Turk ) before ſhe 
had the Title of Sultana, which her 
being Miſtreſs to the Grand Signior 
acquired her,- had ſhe been-leſs kind 
ſhe had certainly been jaſt to her Mo- 
narch z- but her inclinations were fa- 
VOUra- 
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vourable, and her Ruin inevitable, 
Sine xeceived the Letter with an un- 
expreſlible Joy, and with her - accu» 
itomed manner of Writing when ſhe 
deſigns to oblige, ſhe macte this return, 


yr miſtake 20as for me to0 glorious, 
and too advantagions to you to ex« 
pedF any thing beſides Acknowledgment ; 
4ou were not farmed ever tobe diſappoint = 
cd.in any thing you deſire : The Sultan 
lcaves me at 10 @'Clock; I will then ex- 
pett you, to aſſure you, nor your Condue| 
zor your Perſon has diſpleaſed 


Homira, 
Amurath failed not to be at the 


Aflignation at the pointed hour; he 
found the Sultana-as-meltingly kind as- 


ſhe had been toa great many others, 


but Amwurath 1s more happy than all; 
ſhe will abandon thoſe ſhe before 
treated favourably, and will give her 
ſelf up entirely -to her Sultan-and her 
dear Amurath. ; 
Whileſt 
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Whileſt . Homira had thns diſpo- 
ſed of her RI Muſta ba, Brother to 
the Sultan, ( matchleſs for Valour and 
Condutt ) returned from gaining a 
glorious Victory. His Succeſs was a- 
lone derived from his Governing ; 
and never was a great Prince a bet- 
ter Soldier: He had early all the ex- 
perience of a brave General, and ne- 
ver could the great Acmar commit 
the Sa:ety and the Glory of his | m. 
Pires to a better Manager, _ Succeſs 
conſtanuy followed all his Deſigns, 
and it was ſaid of him He as the 
beſt of Soldiers and the beſt of Subjeds 


nor did his warlike humour render 


him unfit for other things, he was a 
great Courtier and a great States- 
man, Homira believed it her Intereſt 
to make him hers; ſhe employed all 
her Cunning to effe@ it, and though 
at firſt ſhe only defi jgned him her 
Friend, ſhe at length (maugre her 
Paſſion for Amurath, and common

ſtapha was ſurprized, and in a contu- 
ſed manner retired. Acmat was Cx- 
treamly diſordered : He did not ex- 
pect to find a Rival in the Prince his 
Brother; he faid little to the Sulta- 
na, but retired ill-humovred and irre- 
ſolved, 


Muſtapha ſaw his Ruin inevitable, 
but cc nos muſt be uſed to pre- 
vent it, if poſſible : Either the Prince 
or the Sultana mult be diſgraced.

He bids 
the Prince endeavour his own ſafety ; 
that if he were ſo fatally generous as 
to offer his own Life for ranſoming 
3 faithleſs Womans, after ſuch a Sa- 
crifice ſhe would but triumph over 
his Weakneſs. 1n ſhort, he diſpoſes 
the Prince to a Preſervation of 'hims

ſelf to be 1n. 


She-being thus diſcovered, caſt her 
ſelf at the feet of her injured Mo-

Ties the ſooneſt ef any Man alive, and

ſured the Ottoman Emperor was rea- 
dy to lay his Crowns at her Feet, (as 
great, a Monarch as he was, ) if ſhe 
commanded ir. 


The Grand Viſier was full of Foy at 
the Succeſs that attended his Deſigns; 
he will know the Hiſtory,and the Qua- 
lity, the Merit, as well as the Beauty, 
of his Captive, before he puts his In- 
tereſt-with hers; not- butthe Sultan's- 
Approbation and Paſſion for her was

The Hiſtory of Indamoras. 


Ou perſuade me, my Lord, by 
ſo powerful'a way, - that I mult 
reſolve to. make you acquainted with 
all my Weakneſles: To begin then, I 
am- the Daughter of a German, my 
Father was more obliged to the Giits 
of Nature, than thoſe of Fortune; 
however, he was a good Gentleman, 
and lived efteemed by all, his Humour 
retixed, and we, in complaiſance to 
it, ſhared his Solitude with him: I 
will-not:tell you.l was naturally pleal- 
ed with it, but ſince-I ſaw'no. way to 
pet my ſelf out of it, 1 acquieſced. 

I had not long lived in an Age ca-

Ifto one of her Brothers Subjects 3 
her unfortunate Marriage was never 
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forgiven her, but oppreſs'd with the 
fatal Anger of his Imperial Majeſty : 
She died full of Royal Grief and Sor- 
row, in Travail with Alcander ; him 
fhe kad eſpouſed- loved her too ten- 
derly to ſuryive her long, but; after 
having mourned herloſs, he followed 
herin a very little time. Alcander be- 
Ing thus left to' the Mercy of an in- 


” * renſed King, was, in all appearance, 


to run a moſt deplorable Fortune; bur 
the Emperor's Anger being dead with 
his Siſter, the Princeſs; ordered-2 great” 
Care ſhould be taken of the Royal 
Orphan, and gaye command to-have 
him brought up and educated as his 
own Son,loaded him with Titles, and, 
as ſoon as he'was capableof them, he 
gave him great Employs: Fam going 
to.tell you how it was I firſt ſaw him, 
which was almoſt admirable in a Life 
ſo retired, ſo free from Court as mine » 
He was a fine Man, well ſhaped, of 
a good height, when I'firſt knew him, | 
which was when he was very young, 
his Soul was extreme Amorous, hada 
great ſhare of Inconſtancy; but where 
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he loved, it was with the greateſt fer- 
vency imaginable; the Emperor was 
Hancing one day in a Woed joyning 
our Houſe, which was ſeated very com- 
modious for that ſort of Diverſion, 
filcander was then with him, and ha- 
ving ſeen me at a great Window I had 
thrown open for the better ſeeing the 
Court paſs; he ſeem?d not" diſpleaſed 
with me, butalighting from his Horſe 
haſtily, he cauſed himſelf to be con- 
ducted by my Servants to the place 
where I was ; ?tis not eaſie te-define 
the Surprize this Action gave me; 
however, I was infinitely charmed 
with his good Meen, his Wit, and 
his Addreſs; he found my Inclinations 
did not agree with that fort of Life, 
he talk*'d tenderly, I was in an Age 
wherein I believed all that fell from 
his inchanting Tongue was true; ['be- 
gan to feel a Paſſion for him,. and, af- 
ter he had a thouſand times ſighed for 
my ſake in one hour, I was ſenſible of 
a plealing' Fire he had inſpired me 
with; I gave way for him to endea- 
vour the bringing-me to.Court, which 
be 
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he conjured me toagree to; and,when 
he retired, after a many Proteſtations 
of Admiration, be bad me be aſſured, 7 
bad in him not only a great Friend, but 
a great Lover : This Confeſſion drew 
ſome Bluſhes from me, But the fol- 
lowing day he came again to viſit me, 
then it was I loſt my Liberty, for in 
that fatal hour I made no difficulty to 
ownl loyed him; I valued not to be 
diſcreet, there is no fuch thing in Love, 
but. I made it all the Buſineſs of my 
Life to be eyer telling him my Paſſion, 
I faw all his Actions with Pleaſure; 
there was an agreeable Inchantment. 
in them, I repined not at the freedom 
Lhad loit, nor to have been as great 
as Heaven 1s high, would have been 
unacquainted with him again, It was 
thus agreeably I paſled fome of my 
Life z nor envied I Monarchs 1n my re- 
tirement, when e*ce Alcand:r ſhared 
it with me; but as the place I lived in 
was {© diſtant from the Court, that: 
Alcander*s Attendance on the Empe- 
ror prevented him from ſeeing me as 


ofcen as he deſired, he placed me wi - 
tne 
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the Archdutcheſs his Imperial Maje- 
ſties Daughter, I was with her in a 
very glorious Station, and though in 
2 place where all ſorts of .Diveriion 
were in uſe, I eſteemed it but as it 
gave me the greater Liberty to ſee A}- 
cander;, and, to often aſſure him of 
my Paſlion, I writ it to him, T told it 
to him in a Language tender and mo- 
ving; I eaſily believed all this would 
ſatisfie him, but when he had ſeen 
to what a height my Paſſion ſoared, 
and that he was dearer a thouſand 
times to me than I had ever been to 
him, he triumph*d over my Weak- 
neſs, .and , loſing all manner of Re- 
ſpe, by the opinion he had I could 
deny him nothing, he courted me for 
my undoing; I received'the firſt cruel 
Propoſals of my ruin with a terrible 
Emotion, and with ſuch Diſdain, that 
Alcander durſt not urge me further ; 
but the following day ſent me this 
Letter, 
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þ hs are certainly the falſeſt of all Wo- 
men; How u it you tell me you 
Love me, and yet uſe me as if I was the 
remoteff Man in all your Kindneſs? Is it 
your part to pretend ts Virtue, and I knny © 
not what fantaſtical Chimera's, and at 
the ſame moment tell me you know how 
to Love well ? Ah! Jndamora, change 
theſe barvaroms Sentiments, and aſſure 
gour ſelf I will never ſee you again, whilſt 
you continue in them: I had much-rather 
love for ever from Jos Without hope, than 
live for ever with you, and not dare to 
tell you, you muſt conſider nor endeavour 
zething, but how' to pleaſe the Man you 
ſay has all your Tenderneſs, 


I ſwooned at the reading of this 
Letter, and was jult recovered as Al- 
cander entered; he flew to me, and, 
receiving mein his Arms, he whilper- 
ed ſo many fatal, poyſoning, charming 
Things, that I had no longer the 
power to be angry with him ; he pro- 


teſted he conld not ſee me, and not 


deſize to be the happ:eſt Man Breath- 


ing,

ing, when it was in the Power of a 
Woman, that loved him, to make him 
ſo: I know not, Love 1s an unaccounta- | 
ble Madneſs, I dreaded, of all things, 
the never ſeeing him more, it was that 
Conſideration vanquiſh*d me, ( and, 
oh Gods!) in that fatal momentI pro- 
miſed and appointed him the following 
day, he ſeem*d tranſported at the 
Grant, he bleſs'd the Heavens, the 
Gods and me, and retired with ſo 
much Joy, that the Pleaſure I took 
in pleaſing him, ſurmounted all my 
other Fears; and1, in ſhort, reſolyed 
to make him that happy Man he ſaid, 
though at the expence of my own Eaſe, 
and the Joy of my coming Lite; 1 ve- 
ry well jaw I gave him what I ſhould 
eternally repent of, but thoſe in Love 
have no Conſideration, but, what is 
"agreeable to that Paſſion; but thongh 
I had abandoned all the Care of my 
{clF, the Gods retained theirs for me, 
and ſaved my Honour then, from dy- 
ing in the Arms of Alcander, I was 
to attend that night the Archdutcheſs 
to a great Ball the Empreſs made, at- 
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ter it was ended, and that the Compa- 
ny began to be more choſen, the Prince 
told her Imperial Majeſty a Story to 
divert her, ſfolike that'I had with 4/- 
cander, thatl knew not what to doto 
ide my Confufion; it was of one of 
the Women of Quality, and the Em. 
peror's youngeſt Son; the Prince had 
ruined and expoſed her, and very bar- 
barouſly ſuffered the Prince of Germa- 
»y his Brother, to divert the Empreſs 
with the recital of the Amour; the 
Lady was ſo extremely condemn*®d by 
all that were preſent, that I then took 
Reſolutions quite contrary to thoſe 
before ; I ſaw, (by a kind of Mira- 
Lle,) how much a Woman's Honor 
andVirtue ought to be eſteemed aboye 
all things, and in the Aſſurance I could 
Ever confliue.in the ſame Opinion, 1 
Writ this Note to Alcander. ;

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'T was conſtrained to uſe Diſimula- 
tion ; I was really meritorious of pity.; 
I loved Alcander, and could not live 
without telling it him ; I believed I 
could ever pretend Buſineſs, and by 
that continue my ſelf dear to him, ſince 


it ſhould appear wholly out of my 


Power to gratifie him: Had I been 
lefs in Love, I ſhould have taken Re- 
ſolutions very different from theſe; I 
would have learn'd him a deſign I had 
then entertained, of never ſeeing him 
again, if I could not do it without pre- 
judicing my Honor and Virtue; but F, 
all Paſſion, could not:bear a Separati- 
on ſo cruel, but Jull'd him on J* 7 
falſe hopes, and. promiſed him a 
without a deſign to perform any thing. 
Alcander believed nothing.of my Ex-

- Extraordinary emotion of Paſſion, bad 
. #t been to Aguftus the Divine Indamora 
bad given thoſe Favours, there ſhould n6- 
thing have exatted a Confeſſion from him, 
T know better hat s due to my. God and 
»y _Fair,&c, He accompanied theſe laſt 
words with ſo many Marks of a great 
- Paſſion; that I, enraged with Alkander, 
and pleafed with the Perſon and the 
Tendernefs' of the Pritice, ſuffered 
him to continue ; he believed my 1i- 
lence was advance enough, and took 
ſo much Incouragement from it, as to 
ask for himſelf what*T had dehied 4/- 
cander ;, 1 was fo enraged atthac Faith- 
leſs Man, that I betteved I could re- 
venge my ſelf no way 1o perfectly, as 
by favouring Aguſts beyond" him ; it 
was this conſideration made me give 
the P:ince whatever he could deſire ; 
ris very true, Lhad in my Arms a Man 
. Infinitely agreeable; fo made'to charnt 
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a Woman's Heart, that none, but-T,

fſatrfied at the good Fortune of my Friend, 
and conjure you to believe, that I am ſo. 
I gave this Letter to the Prince to 
read, ang, extremly enraged at the 
diſcovering to his Friend my favouring 
of him, commanded him ro retire, 
and ſee me no more, till I could be 
reconciled to him; I removed from 
the Court, for ſome ſhort time, under 
pretext of change of Air; I took up 
a Reſolution of never believing, what 
a.Man could ſay again, but g's

than Life, or Glory; . what Lhad writ 
had. reduced him to deſpair ;.-he.was 
acquainted with the Reconciliation of 
Alcander with me, and; not doubting 
whence 'my- Anger proceeded, - was 
reſolved, maugre. the ſtrictneſs of the 
Lams,then 1n force, to-fight this trea- 
cheroys;.1n ſhort,lre geturnd privately 
to.,Conrt;,- and challenged - Atcander, 
por ori him: fairly.in a Duel; this 
ACtion|madea great noiſe, the Prince 
mexitteddeath bythe Eaws, :and, had 
not.the Emperor been. indulgent, he 
hag certaiply offered it; buthe- is par- 
toon Þy a:Reprieve, and A 
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of-death repealed for an eternal Ba« 
niſhment : Aguſi#s was permitted to 
ſee the Emperor before he went, ' to 
render him his Acknowledgment for* 
ſparing his Life, when he had ſo muctr 
deſerved death: He had no mind to 
ſee me, on the contrary, he ſhunn*d' 
coming to the Archdutcheſs*s, to take 
his leave befofe he went into Baniſh-! 
ment, which he did as ſoon as the ap- 
pointed time was come far his leaving

So fantaſtical was my deſtiny, I be- 
came paſllionately *in Love with this 
Prince, after I had loſt all hopes of 
ever ſeeing him again; though Alcar- 
der. had reconciled himſelf” again to: ” 
me, and that he died in atime he tyas 
extremely favoured, yet the Bravery: 
and the great Paſſion of his Murderer, - 
had made me not frieve at his'death,, 
ſince he fell by ſo gallant a hatid, and” 
though it was for my ſake, Iconſider*d 
he was Criminal, and that the Prince: 
was innocent; the Letter was Alcan- 
der*s, he is baſe, he charges Agultas

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Perjuty has.charmed me, I infinitely 
eſteem*d him before, but now he has 
a gteater ſhare in my Heart than eyer 
Alcander retained, he merits it more; 
and though I know It is an impoſlible 
thing for me eyer'to hope the ſeeing. 
of him again, to aſſure him of it ;. I 
cannot deny the Sentiments of my 
Heart from doing Juſtice to his great 
__ 7. | 

This fatal Accident rendered Ger- 
many, and more particularly the Court, 
difagreeable to me, ſince it was fo to 
my 'Fortune: And whiPſt I am thus 
drown'd in a melancholy ſorrow, and 
havingloſt all hope, of ever ſeeing the 

Tince more,” I.am hurried, with all 
the Sentimerits of Joy, to a probabi- 
lity'great as my Love, of being, in 
fone time, with him ; he had retired 
himſelftoR»/ia,and the great Dutcheſs 

Dowager of 1Muſcovy,. who was nearly 
relared tothe Emperor, and had made 
ſome. continuance in his Court, was 
ypon the point of returning, ſhe had 

zakeb a fancy to-me, and begg'd of the 

&xchdutchels, that ſhe would allow _ 
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me to pals, into the Quality of one of 
of the Maids of Honour, that attended 
her,and to return with her toMuſcovy 
I was unexpreſlibly pleaſed at this 
Tarn, and 1 did not at all doubt, but 
that my better Fortune would, in ſome 
ſhort time, conduct me to the Prince 
Tiridate Aguſtms. 

It was with a magnificent Splendor, 
that we left YViewwa, the Emperor, the 
Empreſs, the Princes, and the Prin- 
celles, togetner with the whole Court, 
accompanied the great Dutcheſs 
Dowager three Leagues from: the 
City, and did not then leave her with- 
out all the regret imaginable, and as 
ſd fine a Princeſs,*as ſhe was, did de- 
ſerve. 

The Archdutcheſs recommended me 
tenderly to the Care of the great 
Dutcheſs, and was pleaſed to-expreſs 
an agreeable ſorrow for parting with 
me. 

We accompliſh'd our Journy to Po- 
land very happily, where the great 
Dutcheſs was relolyed to make ſome 
fhort ſtay, being obliged to it by the 
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Qieen of Poland, nothing could be. 
more Glorious than the Reception-we 
had there; the King isa gallant Prince, 
and had ordered every thing ſo [plen- 
didly, that the great Dutcheſs Dow- 
ager was-extremely ſatisfied with his 
manner of treating her; nothing was 
ſeen here but the moſt Gallant Diver- 
ſions, and the Buſineſs of the King, 
the Queen, and the whole Court, was, 
how to render every thing-agreeable. 
But in the mid?it of all. theſe. Diver- 
fions, I found they were none to. me, , 
what the Prince Agu/{fu& had done juſt. 
before, had rendered me averſe to. 
every thing of ſuch a nature; his Re- 
ſentments of my Proceedings mortally 
afflicted me, and altogether rendered 
my. Thoughts nothing but perpetual 
Inquietudes, ſo that, in ſhart, not able 
to:ſupport- ſuch a world of Grief, I 
fell. into-a violent Fever, which, how- 
ever, was not laſting, yet the whole 
Court deſpaired, at firſt, of my Life, 
and I ſaw the'great Dutcheſs Dowages 
of Muſcovuy enter into my Chamber all 
in Tears. I muſt have you, Indamora, 
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fajid-ſhe'to me; which i a powerful Cone - 
tribution to my ſorrow, for, aſſure your 
ſelf, there are wery few things in this 
world more dear to me than you; but I 
haze juſf received an Expreſs from Maſe - 
covy, That the Great Duke 1s fallen ex» 
tremely ill, and we have reaſon to fear 
the conſequence , all things are making 
ready for my departure , and I bave 
borrowed this moment from my. ſorrow, 
to tell you my ſelf of this. misfortune, *tx 
with all the Grief inthe World, that I 
ſee you not able to continue our Four 
topether , I am conſtrained to leave you 
and, it i true, I leave you very it, 
Indamora, but the Great Duke xs ſo toa, 
1 have ſeen you,, and it's abſolutely 
neceſſary that T haſten to ſee him; Thave 
with you. my Phyſicians, , part of my 
Retmue, _ ome of my Guas'ds,. to con- 
dutt you -to Muſlcovy, as ſoon as you 
ſhall bein, a condition to reaſſume your 
Fourny; -vhey have Orders to obey you, 
as they would do -pwe, and pots" ihe 
ſame Care of you - » Adieus ſays ſhe, once 
are, dear Indamora, ad, in ki 
mez.1 4370. deſpair of: ſeting you w—_ 
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theſe 'few days, as well as I deſire you 
ſhould be, which, aſſure your ſelf, is as 
ell as poſſible, in that I love you. beyond 
expreſſion, 

She departed that moment, and 1- 
from that moment began to recover, 
I uſed now, which-I neglected before, 
my own Endeayours to get well again, 
the thoughts,that I ſhould ſuddenly ſee 
the Prince Tzridate;. was a powerful 
Inducement, and. when I conſidered, 
that the ſooner my Health returned, 
the ſqoner_ I ſhould ſee him again, I 
did every thing that could be done. 
effectual; and; in ſhort, I ſaw my 
ſelf, in ten days, perfectly recover?d, 
and.free from all manner of pain, bur 
that of Lovez . and nothing: retarded 
my Journy, but a languiſhing weak- 
neſs, which would pot permit me yet 
to indure ſo-great a Fatigue. 

But as evety thing 1s cured by time, 
f,. within a few days, I ſaw my. ſelf 
in a-condition te travel, I beganthen 
my Jourpy ts Myſcovy,. but what avails 
it-to- have ſurmounted one misfortune, 
fince it was but to fall into a greater; .

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or. who can avoid the capriciouſneſs 


of Fortune, when ſhe deſigns we ſhatk 


be.eternally unhappy, all our endea- 
yours to the contrary are ineffeCtual, 
for, being upon the Borders of Poland, 
I ſuddenly ſaw my ſelf a Prifoner, my 
Guards, and all. that wade any Re- 
ſiſtance , were immediately cut '1n 
pices, they being more than ten times 
ſurpaſs*d in number, the reſt with me, 
and fix other German Ladies ( that 


came with the Great Dutcheſs Dow- 


ager 6G: Muſcovy, and Tay*d with me, 
by her dclire, till my recovery,) were 


made Captives, the Turks, that con- . 


tinually make Incurſions into Poland, 
were, unhappily for us, come down 
then, and we, being met by a Party 
of them, taken Priſoners. 5:57 

It is impoſſible to expreſs. my Grief, 
to ſee my ſelf a Priſoner, to a Nation 
I then believed the moſt barbarous in 
the world , their Cuſtoms were ſo 


different from ours, that 1 fancied F- 


could never, paſs one hour of my 
Slavery agreeably; and to add to that 
Anguiſh, the thoughts of loſing the 


ſight.

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ſight of Tiridate Aguſtms, for perhaps 
my whole Life, rendered me melan- 
choly as the Grave, and, a thouſand 
times, wiſh*d to have died in Poland, 
rather than to have fallen into the 
Slavery of thoſe Barbarians. 

They preſently reſolved us ſor the, 
Seraplio of the Grand Signior,- in 
aſſurance of -a great Ranſom for us, 
and of me in particular, whom they: 
treated very . unlike an ordinary: 
Captive, for the chief of the Turks,; 
who had the Title of a Baſſa, became. 
paſſionately in loye with me ; and, 'as- 
there was a-Guard for his Perſon, he: 
became ſo careleſs of it, as to charge 
them with my Safety, and abandoned 
his own Preſervation for the Care of 
mine; he ſighed a thouſand times, to 
me, I could underſtand no other Lan- 
guage,” which mortally afflicted -him, 
he took Care thongh to remedy-that, 
and had me; with much difficulty, 
inſtroCted .in the Arabick; very per- 
teftly. 

He was well-made, paſſionate, and 
brave z he one day acquainted me with 
his 
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his Reſolutions of making me hisWite, 
and, 1 think, his Love, together withy 
my deſpair, would have at length 
made me agree to it, had not his 
Murther put a fatal period to all de- 
ſigns of that nature, for when we were 
firlt made'Priſoners,. he had-promiſe& 
to the reſt of his Party, that the Poze 
ſhould: be equally divided amongtb 
them, his Paſſion to: me conſtramed 
him to be falſe to his Promiſe, and 
all the reſt of us, but the German 
Ladies, being ſold, he abſolutely 
refuſed to his People; that we ſhould 
ſhare the ſame deſtiny., which in- 
ſpired them with Reſolutions ſo bar- 
barons as to murther. him , one day, 
as he was at Dinner, which they 
did with very little Reſiſtance, his 
Gnards, as I ſaid hefore, heing with 
me , fo that the: brave M:n fell, 
after having received x3 Wounds; 
and kilPd 5 with his own Hands, 
of thoſe barbarous Villains, that aſs 
ſ{afſjnated him fo cruelly.

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After that Murder, they came to 
me, and the next day, together with 
the fix German Ladies, they ſold us 
to thoſe that ingaged to bring us to 
the Seraglio, where after a world of 
fatigue, grief and deſpair, we arri- 
ved. Death had not one happy Dart 
to-throw at me, but abandoned' me 
to a more cruel Fortune, and ſuffer*d 
me. to come ſafe-to the Seraglio under 
the conduct of thoſe Barbarizns, with 
more ſecurity than I::could pais muito. 
Adſcovy under the' Guard of my own 
People, You ranſomed me, and pla- 
ced me with the Sultana Queen, It is 
impoſſible to expreſs-to you the tor- 
ture I ſuffer at the vnhappineſs of my 
Love, and the miſerable Fate of the - 
unfortunate Baſfa,--but Tam diverted -. 
from this by the_Paſlion of the great }. 
Acemat, your Sultan; for I had not -: 
continued long in the Seraglio, ere I 
could fee 1 did not diſpleaſe, him : 
He would ſomtimes give me languiſh- 
ing and bnrning looks, Fwo nights 
fince, whea he was in the Sultana 
Queen's Apartment, and that he had

charmed ns all by his fine Wit, he 
gave Orders that the Court ſhould end, 
and all retire; he was obeyed, though 
not without ReluCtancy, becauſe he

(towhich ſhe always retired after ſhe 
was left alone; ) I followed; bearing

poſed of as you ſhall: adruiſe, The Sultan 
lets himſelf be gwverned by the Woman-he 
loves, accounting it his greateſt Glory to

Thus did Zayda finiſh her Relation, 
The Sultana Homire,. in another time, 
would have died with Rage at the 
Confeſſion ſhe made her of her being- 
in.Love with Amurath; but he had 
uſed the Sultana too barbarouſly to:

Language, enquired News of her, and

The Sultan was ſo ſenſibly pleas'd 
with this Relation, that from that 
Moment he began to treat the Prince 
in an extraordinary manner ; he en- 
quired of him a thouſand little things, 
would force him to ſtay with him, 
That we may ( ſays the great Acmat ) 
both together wiſit the dear Indamora, 
when ſhe ſhall awake, 

"Tis apparent, he had no Incliva+

'The-Moment he was told, ſne awoke, 
It is beyond being defined the extreme 
Pallion he expreit, the joy and plca- 
fore he took in ſeeing her freed from 
her pretended Malady. The Prince, 
(Jealous to Madneſs of ſo much Ar- 
GOUT, ) could not but filently upbraid 
The unjuſt Sultaneſs for being falſe to 
a Monarch fo accompliſht and fo well 
made, as Acmit ; bat as it was in 
his advantage, he did not fuller that 
Reflection ro diſturb him long. He

ſhe then took Reſolutions, to make

yet that ſhall not ſave him from Ruin, 
ſhe wants only power, and not incli- 
nations, or he had not liv'd till then, 
to triumph over her in ſuch a ſenſible 
manner : Nothing more offends a 
haughty Beauty, than to find the Man 
that one hates, be in a poſlibility of 
boaſting of the ſame Favours,we give

ments z Remember I have hitherto 
neglected all refleions of this nature, 
and ſuffer*d al} my remorſe of Con- 
{cience to be calm*d by your Love, but 
my late miraculous prefervation has 
awakned me, and let me ſee, I cannot 
continve 
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continue in the ſame ſtation, without 
appearing highly Criminal to my God; 
My Relig:on has ſufjered all manner ot 
perſecution for my Love, and I may 
ſay, it haseven dy*d in your Arms, It 
is time then for me to alcer ſo deadly, 
and ſo charming a manner of Iiying , 
And , Oh Gods! ( added ſhe, as it 
tranſported) \Why were we born with 
Inclinations proper to diſtinguiſh and 
affect the Pleaſures of this Life, and 
not have the liberty of Soul ( given 
us) to enjoy *em, without ſuch endleſs 
Rewards of Torment ? I would fain 
perſuade my ſelf, there are none of 
theſe things to fear, but my babling

that you would leave me, how valtly 
unfortunate I am, but though I were 
allur*d you no longer loy?d me, yet 
ſhould 
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ſhould not that be of any advantage to: 


you, you ſhould fee what a wretched 
Amarch, and in love like me, were ca- 
Pable of, I would not be unhappy a- 
Tone, I would detain you in the Sera. 


gli, and conſtrain you to Embrace a. 


Monarch indifferent to you, while I 
fhall ſhare your AMictions, by conſi- 
dering thatlamſo; Let me then once 
forget the tenderneſs of a Lover, and 
aſſume to- me the Majeſty of a Kip, 
by aſſuring you, I will hear no more 
of any thing of ſuch a cruel nature, 
*tis altogether in vain ever to reaſſume 
your Deſires, and be ſatisfied Love has 
render'd it impeſlible for me to live 


without you. This reſtraint ſerves to. 


make the Sultana of Barbary hate the 
Love, and the Perſon, of the Grand 
Signior, and after that what Crimes 
1s not ſhe-capable of committing, ſhe 
endeavours ſecretly to efrape, and 
with her dear A4puſs to retire into 
ſome part of the World, where they 
might uncontrouledly be happy in their 
Love, but ſhe finds it impoſlible for her 
to fly, and then began to take more 
fatal Reſolutions, Acmat 
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Acmat fearing ſhe ſhould endeavour 
her eſcape (for Conſcience ſake ) af- 
ter he had denied her her liberty, he 
Put the ways of it ſo wholly out of her 
power, and yet not as immediately 
proceeding from him, but as a thing 
þarely cuſtomary , that ſhe mult ſul.

Afrer this, ke viſited her again-; ſhe 
had learner, That it was veit to diflem- 
ble her Rage and her Averiion, and 
that withour it ſhe coul | not be able to 
effect any thing cotilideravle, ſo that 
it was not difficult for the great Acmat 
to reconcile her in appearance to. his 
Love; he is fo well {atished with it, 
that not hing could make him more, 
all 
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and he leaves her with greater Teſtt- 
monies-of his Paſlion,than ever he had 
'&t done, | 

But the fatal time was now come, 
that Zelida was to make thole Dilſco- 
veries to Acm.:t. Apuſties (that amo- 
rous Prelate) had not ſeen Indamora 
ſince the night in the Garden of the 
Seraglio, which was an Age in Love, 
and which render'd her impatient, 
and confirm'd her in the Relolves of 
Sacrificing all things to her love for 
him. Zelida had no more teſtimony 
of their Commercce than þefore ; but 
with that ſhe adventures to the Sultan, 
proſtrates her ſelf at his feet, (as the

IMdahomet Baſſa 
commands her to.go to the Sultana.of 
Barbary, and give her an account of 
all, and to adviſe her to throw her 
ſelf at the Sultan's Feet, tell of 4- 
geuſtus?s Love to her, and make a falſe 
Conſeſſion of her Cruelty, her Reſo- - 
Jations of not returning his Pallion, 
and an Order ſhe muſt deſire from the 
great Acmat for his Baniſhmear, as a 
Reward for his Preſumption, Ske muſt 
nat conſider her Love for the Prince (lays 
the Grand Viſicr ) any farther than it 
ſhatl be neceſſary to ſave os Life : They

now ſeem to. be ſorry, the, Grand Vi- 
lier had-the'haſt Revenge , face ſhe 
fa. by it his Love for her was not ex- 
tinguiſt®d,, and-thoſe: of a paifionate 
Eharacter, bad very ſeldom an il Re- 
ception from her in the end. 

Bur whiP{t ſhe has thus diſpoſed of 
her ſelf, and that the whole Orroman 
Empire enjay*d a Tranquility beyoog 

a 
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a!l Example, the Sultana of Barhzry 
will diſturb it; and having got a flow 
Poyſon, ſhe conveys 1t into a Glals 
where the Sultan was to drink, he fup- 
ped with her that fatal Night, and 
whiP he is more admired than ever 
by all the World, he falis by the ex- 
treme malice of a Woman, and a 
Woman fo dear to him; he drank the 
Poylon, and returned very well to his 
own Apartment, and does not feel 
the effects of it *till the following day, 
then it was that he was torn with ex- 
tremity of Torture,. and that all the 
Court deſpaired of his Life, but he 
linguered yet ſome few days longer; 
there was none, that durſt ſay, he was 
poyſoned, and it any ſuſpeCted it, they 
did nor make their opinion puablick, It 
paſſed for a dreadful Malady, which 
he had before been afflicted with, and 
ie died (in the opinion of all, of 
that Diſtemper. ._ 

During his Sickneſs, he expreſs*d a 
tender regret for parting with his dear 
Sultana, (as he would call her,) but his 
.greatWeaknels,and the publick Aﬀeairs, 
together with that of his Soul, ſoem- 
ploy'd 
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ploy*d his haſty time, that he ſaw the 
Saltana of Barbary but very leldom. 

By his Death AMufapha was Grand 
S1gnior, ( athing never before known 
in Turky,) the Brothers being always 
Slain, bat Acmat having no Children, 
and being one of the beſt of Princes, 
preſerved him to ſucceed him ; and at 
his quitting the World, he tenderly 
required from his Kindneſs, a Prote- 
ction forthe Snitana of Barbary. 

Muſtapha (now the Sultan, ) had 
not long poſleſs'd the Crowns and 
Title, then that his Nephew O/er re- 
bels againſt him ; but that being not 
my Buſineſs, I muſt paſs it over to 
come to the Sultana of Barbary, ſhe 
mourned trictly for Acmat, and was 
very well pleaſed, that ſhe was no man- 
ner of way ſuſpected ( nor, ina word, 
any elſe, ) for the murdering of him, 

Afﬀtec her firſt mourning, ſhe implo« 
red, and received, Permiſſion of Muſt a- 
phato retire fromTurky, which,in eliect, 
ſhe did, - not long after, with thole de- 
 figns which we have alreadyrelated, in 
herOrders to the PrinceTiridate Aguſt ws 
"at his departure from Conſtantimople. 
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
